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Israelis celebrate 
25th anniversary 


Monday, May 7, 1973 


J E R I S A L E M 
(A P) 
— 
israel 
celebrated 
its 25th year 
of 
inde­ 
pendence today with a 
three-hour 
display of the mightiest 
array of 
military hardware ever seen at one 
time in the Middle East. It included 
new weapons exhibited to the public for 
the first time. 
Six minutes after the march began, 
the air force's jet fighters screamed 
over and continued on over population 
centers from the lebanese border on 
the north to the Red Sea on the south, a 
flight of 52 minutes. 


On display were Soviet tanks cap­ 
tured in the 1967 war and remodeled by 
the Israelis for frontline service, a new 
Israeli designed armored halftrack 
outfitted with antiaircraft guns and 
artillery pieces and helicopters from 
the United States. 


An estimated 300.000 persons were in 
the grandstands, and police said an 
equal number had seen the parade in 
dress rehearsals held during late night 
hours last week. 
Armed troops kept watchful eyes on 
the crowd, ready for any attempt by 
Arab 
guerrillas 
to 
disrupt 
the 
celebration. 


A hundred ambulances and 1,000 
medical personnel were standing by. 
The parade was the object of much 
criticism, at home as well as abroad. 
The United Nations asked that it be 
cancelled because part of its route lay 
through 
Arab 
East 
Jeru salem , 
recaptured from Jordan in the 1967 
war, and that would anger the Arab 
nations. Many Israelis contended that 
the $4.7 million being spent on the 
parade should be used for social wel­ 
fare. Others felt it contributed to an 
undesirable warlike image. 


The government rejected all ob­ 
jections. 
Independence celebrations began 
Sunday night after a memorial day for 
the nation's war dead The celebrating 
kept up until dawn. 
Visitors from all over the nation 
camped in the parks of Jerusalem and 
noisily wandered the streets of Tel Aviv 
and Haifa. 
Fireworks displays throughout the 
country lit the skies. 


In Tel Aviv, bands played from street 
corner bandstands, and dancing young 
people jammed blocked off streets. 
In the territories north, east and 
south of Jerusalem that Israel occupied 
in 1967, the joyful mood was replaced 
by indifference tinged with bitterness 


“ The Israelis are the winners, and 
we are the losers, and this is a 
celebration of the winners,” said Elias 
Shehada, a 27-year-old Arab hotelman.’ 


The police station in Jericho was 
decked with the blue and white colors 
Of the Jewish state; there were no 
decorations in the rest of the lush Arab 
town. the home of many Palestinians 
displaced by the 1948 war that followed 
Israel’s independence proclamation.

Meir 
in 
an an­ 
niversary television interview said 
Sunday that she had proposed secret 
peace talks to President Anwar Sadat 
of Egypt through several 
inter­ 
mediaries but had received no answer. 


Mrs. Meir said she assured Sadat 
that “ we really want peace,” that the 
talks would “ remain secret for as long 
as he desires’’ and that they could be 
carried on by representatives of the 
two countries rather than by the 
leaders themselves.

Special prosecutor question 


High administration figures are 
being more and more deeply im ­ 
plicated in the wide ranging political 
espionage and sabotage scandal, 
Each fresh disclosure lends further 
emphasis to the need for a special 
prosecutor brought in front outside 
the Justice Department to supervise 
the investigation. 
Saying this is not intended as a 
reflection on Elliot Richardson, who 
has replaced Richard G Kleindienst 
as attorney general. However, it 
must be noted that while Richardson 
is an able jMiblic servant of thus far 
unquestioned integrity and devotion 
to duty. he is nonetheless an ad­ 
ministration man. Considerations of 
propriety and good sense suggest 
that with the scandal reaching into 
the White House itself it would be 
advisable 
to ha vt* 
someone 
not 
identified with the administration 
direct the official inquiry into this 
sordid matter. 
Two key questions confront us: 


What kind of man should be en­ 
trusted with this task, and how 
should he be chosen? As to the first 
point, 
certainly 
the 
special 
prosecutor 
ought 
to 
be 
a 
distinguished member of the bar 
who not only has no direct ties with 
the administration but also has not 
played a markedly partisan role in 
public life. 
Should the choice be left in the 
hands of the attorney general, as the 
President 
intimated 
in 
his 
W atergate 
address? 
In 
our 
judgment the choice would be more 
acceptable if it were made, whether 
or not by Richardson, from a list 
drawn up by persons of outstanding 
reputation comprising a bipartisan 
panel. 
The lesson of events two decades 
ago, when a special prosecutor was 
named to investigate corruption in 
the Truman administration, should 
be heeded. On that occasion Atty. 
Cen J. Howard McGrath named a 


distinguished New Yorker, Newbold 
Morris, as a special assistant at­ 
torney general for this purpose The 
Morris appointment was excoriated 
as a coverup, and he was denied 
subpoena powers. He acted boldly 
nevertheless, 
but 
was 
fired 
by 
McGrath - who in turn was fired by 
Truman - and the Justice Depart­ 
ment wound up making its own 
inquiry 
We do not imply that any similar 
fiasco would result were Richardson 
to appoint 
a 
special 
prosecutor 
without outside consultation. We do 
suggest that it, is a possibility which 
ought to be avoided. 
There is a way to avert any such 
outcome in the investigation of what 
looks like one of the major scandals 
in American Political history. This 
is to make certain that the person 
singled out for the job will come to it 
with

strongest 
possible 
assurances as to his or her probity 
and impartiality.

Israel’s 25th anniversary 


On the tenth anniversary of the 
Soviet Union, or thereabouts, Karl 
Radek, the Irreverent 
imp among 
Marxist theorists, said to the American 
journalist Ernestine Pavans: “ There 
must be something to this Marxism- 
!>eninism. W e’re still here.” 
On the 25th anniversary of the state 
of Israel, celebrated this week, similar 
sentiments 
about 
the 
strength

Zionism are surely being expressed in 
Jerusalem and all the way from Dan to 
Beersheba. Israel is still here. 
To anyone who has visited Israel, 
which discounting the sands of Sinai, is 
no larger than New Jersey or Con­ 
necticut, the fact of its existence Is a 
geographical 
miracle. 
Its 
2,WX),(KH) 
Jews (up from the 650,000 of 1948) live, 
many of them joyously, in an enclave 
of surrounding Arab states that have 40 
times its population. 
The nation exists by its wits and 
technical skills (one of its big money­ 
making exports is cut diamonds for 
which the crude stones have to be 
imported from Africa, and it trades its 
own superior grain for money that buys 
less desirable but 
nourishing 
sub­ 
stitutes, thus leaving a balance of 
savings in the* bank). 


WHERE RELIGION does not serve 
as the binder, a sense of history does. 
The driver who took mo up and down 
Israel, Benny Bitter (a quite unbitter 
man), loved unorthodox Arab food, but 
clung to Biblical texts as “ the history 
of my people.” Since 1948 a million and 
a half Jew s 
the Diaspora in reverse 
have come as immigrants to Israel 
from 102 separate countries. 
They were the Sophardic Jews from 
Moorish lands of Africa, or Ashkenazic

New tricks 
for an 
old law 


Ever now and again an old law 
comes in handy for dealing with a 
current situation that may not even 
have been foreseen when the law 
was enacted. That is the situation 
with regard to Colorado oil sludge 
ponds which allegedly cause the 
deaths of thousands of migratory 
waterfowl. Seven Denver-based oil 
companies which 
maintain 
such 
ponds have been charged by the 
Department of .Justice under a 50- 
year-old law enacted to protect 
migratory birds from poachers. 
It is not poaching that is involved 
in this instance. What happens is 
that the sludge ponds, used to settle 
byproducts of drilling operations 
before the water is released into 
streams, become covered with oil. 
The muck penetrates the birds’ 
feathers, and many die 
up to 
30,(XX) annually, according to claims 
being investigated by the U. S. 
Bureau of Sports 
Fisheries and 
Wildlife. 


'Hie oil firms are entitled to their 
day in court, and therefore our 
comments should not be taken as a 
prejudgment of the case. There 
appears to be little doubt, however, 
that oil-covered ponds have done in 
a lot of waterfowl. 


Such birds are a part of our 
precious heritage of wildlife, and all 
reasonable effort must be made to 
protect them. If oil companies are 
guilty of creating a deadly condition, 
they should be required to take 
corrective action.

G illigan speaks on ERA, ethics

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P > 
Gov. John 
J. Gilligan held out hopes Sunday that a 
Senate committee will reconsider this 
week the vote by which it rejected the 
federal equal rights amendment for 
women. 
Gilligan, speaking to the Associated 
Press Society of Ohio, indicated the 
motion would be made. He said he had 
talked to several committee members 
but didn’t believe KRA had the votes to 
get to the floor. 
Gilligan said he had considered 
establishing some form of investigative 
staff in the executive branch to probe 
cases of influence peddling and bribery 
accusations within the Department of 
Commerce. 
The governor said the Watergate 
scandals on the national level and 
apparent wrong doing among persons 
in his own administration underscored 
the need for ethics legislation. 
“ I think it is evident we have people 
in public office who cannot distinguish 
what is ethical conduct and what is 
unethical,” Gilligan said. 
During a question and answer 


session following his breakfast talk. 
Gilligan admitted that recent charges 
of 
wrong doing 
within 
his 
ad­ 
ministration were “ damaging'' when 
related to events in the Watergate 
scandal. 
He said no public official had “ any

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Sears Tower topped out in Chicago 


Empire State building in 
CHICAGO (AP) — A 2,500-pound 
carbon steel beam signed by hundreds 
of Sears Roebuck and Co. employes 
was hoisted more than a quarter of a 
mile into the air Thursday to top out the 
Sears Tower, officially making the 
structure the world’s tallest. 
The steel and glass super building on 
the southeastern section of Chicago’s 
downtown area rises 1,454 feet-110 sto­ 
ries and measures 4.5 million square 
feet. 


Under construction since 1970 at a 
cost of more than $150 million, the 
skyscraper surpasses in height the 
previous world’s tallest building — the 
world Trade Center in New York City 
by 104 feet. The third highest at 1,250 


feet is the 
New York. 
With a proposed television mast, the 
Sear Tower’s total height w ill be 1.8(H) 
feet. 
More than 1,500 men worked on the 
building. Six of them were killed during 
construction. 
Eventually, the building will house 
about 7,000 Sears employes plus 8,0(H) 
employes of firms renting space.

Ecchymoses Are Not Dangerous 


The slightest bruise to my legs or 
arms shows up with black band blue 
marks that I am constantly having to 
explain. 
Besides 
being 
embarrassed, 
I 
wonder if there is something wrong 
with my blood vessels. 
I am 20 years old, and otherwise in 
perfect health. 
Miss A.A.Y., Del. 
Dear Miss Y.: 
Theblack-and-blue marks are known 
as "ecchymoses.” They are the result 
of a break in a tiny blood vessel. 
The blood oozes out into the tissue 
beneath the skin and is particularly 
apparent in fair-haired people with 
light, translucent skin. 
Some people have blood vessels that 
are especially vulnerable. The walls of 
the blood vessels break easily and the 
slightest 
pressure 
or 
injury 
is 
responsible. 
For others, the tendency to bleed as 
you do may accompany the prolonged 
use of drugs that contain aspirin. Other 
drugs, too, may be responsible for a 
bleeding tendency. 
Sometimes there is a deficiency of 
one of the blood components, the 
"platelets,” which play an important 
role in the clotting mechanism. A 
complete blood study can show the 
possible presence of this or other 
bleeding tendencies, and suggest 
specific treatment. 
In most instances, conditions such as 
your 
have 
no 
great 
medical 
significance and should not cause great 
concern. 


Have you ever heard the term "in ­ 
testinal stroke” used to describe a 
sudden attack of bowel obstruction? 
My brother, who was in perfect 
health, developed this condition and 
needed an emergency operation. 
Mrs. S. V., Colo. 


Dear Mrs. V.: 
Very recently, the term "intestinal 
stroke" came to my attention for the 
very first time in an excellent article in 
a physicians’ journal. 
Dr. R. C. Harrison, of the University 
of British Columbia, described this 
condition. 


Just as blood vessels that flow to the 
brain or to the heart may be closed by 
arteriosclerosis, so can blood vessels 
that go to different parts of the in­ 
testines. 


Blood vessels can be blocked or 
broken, and therefore interfere with 
the normal flow of oxygen-containing 
blood. 
Dr. Harrison uses the term "in ­ 
testinal stroke.” This has great 
validity and should have more and 
more importance in the diagnosis of 
difficult intestinal problems. 


Is leprosy a veneral disease? 
R. J., Ky. 
Dear R.: 
leprosy is not a venereal disease. It 
is in no way related to gonorrhea or 
syphilis. 
leprosy, now often called "Hansen’s 
Disease,” is an 
infectious disease 
caused by a special bacillus, or germ, 
closely related to the one that causes 
tuberculosis. 


There are a number of different 
forms of leprosy. The condition exists 
mostly in tropical and sub-tropical 
areas. It is comparatively rare in the 
United States or in northern climates. 
Vaccination against leprosy is being 
studied. A number of drugs are being 
used with promising results for those 
people who are planning to live in 
tropical climates. Intensive treatment 
with various drugs is now effective in 
many cases of leprosy.

$100,000 a day in subsidies for at least 
20 huge tankers waiting in U.S. ports, 
often for weeks, to be loaded with 
wheat and corn for tin* Soviet Union. 
And even larger subsidies will 
paid while the ships are at sea, 
Associated Press survey shows 
Iii all, government officials say, 83 
U.S. owned ships have qualified for tile 
special subsidies to haul grain to the 
Soviet Union. 
"We don't 
know what the total 
subsidy bill will be,” says R A. Coonin, 
a spokesman tor tin' Federal Maritime 
Administration. “ Any figure I give you 
now would lie understated.” 
Coonin said in an interview 
the 
waiting time in ports is "of growing 
concern” and that efforts are being 
made by the government, the shipping 
industry and the gram trade to speed 
schedules. 
Meanwhile, bt' admitted, it still 
common for ships to wait for weeks 
Gulf ports, where most of the grain is 
loaded. In all, he said, the total time 
involving federal subsidies, including 
actual shipping and return, is com­ 
monly 60 to 90 days. 
The subsidies vary according to size 
of ship and cost factors. While at sea 
the subsidy rate usually is $500 to$i,ooo 
per day more than when the ships 
in port waiting to take on grain.

For the first time in weeks, the 
Mississippi was below flood stage at 
Davenport, Iowa, the northern end of 
the flood area. Downstream to the Gulf 
it remained above flood stage and 
crests at southernmost points were not 
expected until the end of the week. 
At St. Louis, the river was beginning 
to feel the effects of last week’s rains in 
Iowa and Illinois. It was expected to re­ 
main stable at seven feet above flood 
stage until Wednesday. 
The new rains that

today 
prompted the National Weather Ser­ 
vice to issue flash flood watches for 
sections of Illinois, but no flooding was 
reported.

service forecaster said rivers would 
begin to rise again if today’s rains 
amounted to two inches or more. 
From Illinois south to Louisiana and 
Mississippi an estimated 12 million 
acres of normally dry land is inundated 
by the floodwater. Much of it is prime 
farmland, where cotton, wheat, corn, 
soybeans and sugarcane should be 
growing but has yet to be planted.

On display were Soviet tanks cap­ 
tured in the 1967 war and remodeled by 
the Israelis for frontline service, a new7 
Israeli-designed arm ored halftrack 
outfitted with antiaircraft guns and 
artillery pieces and helicopters from 
the United States. 


An estimated 300.000 persons were in 
the grandstands, and police said an 
equal number had seen the parade in 
dress rehearsals held during late night 
hours last week. 
Armed troops kept watchful eyes on

celebration. 


A hundred ambulances and 1,000 
medical personnel were standing by. 
The parade was the object of much 
criticism, at home as well as abroad. 
The United Nations asked that it be

Je ru sa le m , 
recaptured from Jordan in the 1967 
war, and that would anger the Arab 
nations. Many Israelis contended that 
the $4.7 million being spent on the 
parade should be used for social wel­ 
fare. Others felt it contributed to an 
undesirable warlike image. 


The government 
rejected all ob­ 
jections. 
Independence celebrations began 
Sunday night after a memorial day for 
the nation's war dead. The celebrating 
kept up until dawn. 
Visitors from all over the nation 
camped in the parks of Jerusalem and 
noisily wandered the streets of Tel Aviv 
and Haifa. 
Fireworks displays throughout the 
country lit the skies. 


In Tel Aviv, bands played from street 
corner bandstands, and dancing young 
people jammed blocked off streets. 
In the territories north, east and 
south of Jerusalem that Israel occupied 
in 1967, the joyful mood was replaced 
by indifference tinged with bitterness. 


“ The Israelis are the winners, and 
we are the losers, and this 
is a 
celebration of the winners,” said Elias 
Shehada, a 27-year-old Arab hotelman.’ 


The police station in Jericho was 
decked with the blue and white colors 
of the Jewish state; there were no 
decorations in the rest of the lush Arab 
town, the home of many Palestinians

Special prosecutor question 


High administration figures are 
being more and more deeply im ­ 
plicated in the wide-ranging political 
espionage and sabotage scandal. 
Each fresh disclosure lends further 
emphasis to the need for a special 
prosecutor brought in front outside 
the Justice Department to supervise 
the investigation. 
Saying this is not intended as a 
reflection on Elliot Richardson, who 
has replaced Richard G. Kleindienst 
as attorney general. However, it 
must be noted that while Richardson 
is an able public servant of thus far 
unquestioned integrity and devotion 
to duty, he is nonetheless an ad­ 
ministration man. Considerations of 
propriety and good sense suggest 
that with the scandal reaching into 
the White House itself it would be 
advisable 
to 
have 
someone 
not 
identified with the administration 
direct the official inquiry into this 
sordid matter. 
Two key questions confront us: 


What kind of man should be en­ 
trusted with this task, and how 
should he be chosen? As to the first 
point, 
c e rta in ly 
the 
special 
prosecutor 
ought 
to 
be 
a 
distinguished member of the bar 
who not only has no direct ties with 
the administration but also has not 
played a markedly partisan role in 
public life. 
Should the choice be left in the 
hands of the attorney general, as the 
President 
intim ated 
in 
his 
W atergate 
address? 
In 
our 
judgment the choice would be more 
acceptable if it were made, whether 
or not by Richardson, from a list 
drawn up by persons of outstanding 
reputation comprising a bipartisan 
panel. 
The lesson of events two decades 
ago, when a special prosecutor was 
named to investigate corruption in 
the Truman administration, should 
be heeded. On that occasion Atty. 
Gen J. Howard McGrath named a 


distinguished New Yorker, Newbold 
Morris, as a special assistant at­ 
torney general for this purpose. The 
Morris appointment was excoriated 
as a coverup, and he was denied 
subpoena powers. He acted boldly 
nevertheless, 
but 
was 
fired 
by 
McGrath - who in turn was fired by 
Truman - and the Justice Depart­ 
ment wound up making its own 
inquiry. 
We do not imply that any sim ilar 
fiasco would result were Richardson 
to appoint 
a 
special 
prosecutor 
without outside consultation. We do 
suggest that it. is a possibility which 
ought to be avoided. 
There is a way to avert any such 
outcome in the investigation of what 
looks like one of the major scandals 
in American Political history. This 
is to make certain that the person 
singled out for the job will come to it 
with 
the 
strongest 
possible 
assurances as to his or her probity 
and impartiality.

New tricks 
for an 
old law 


Ever now and again an old law 
comes in handy for dealing with a 
current situation that m ay not even 
have been foreseen when the law 
was enacted. That is the situation 
with regard to Colorado oil sludge 
ponds which allegedly cause the 
deaths of thousands of migratory 
waterfowl. Seven Denver-based oil 
companies which 
maintain 
such 
ponds have been charged by the 
Department of Justice under a 50- 
year-old law enacted to protect 
migratory birds from poachers. 
It is not poaching that is involved 
in this instance. What happens is 
that the sludge ponds, used to settle 
byproducts of drilling operations 
before the water is released into 
streams, become covered with oil. 
The muck penetrates the 
birds’ 
feathers, and many die — up to 
30,(KH) annually, according to claims 
being investigated by the U. S. 
Bureau of Sports 
Fisheries and 
Wildlife. 


The oil firms are entitled to their 
day in court, and therefore our 
comments should not be taken as a 
prejudgment of the case. There 
appears to be little doubt, however, 
that oil-covered ponds have done in 
a lot of waterfowl. 


Such birds are a part of our 
precious heritage of wildlife, and all 
reasonable effort must be made to 
protect them. If oil companies are 
guilty of creating a deadly condition, 
they should be required to take 
corrective action.

This compared with the previous high 
for April, 12,565,000 tons, in 1971. 
Industry Week estimated raw steel 
production last week at 2,997,000 tons. 
“ The help that imports were giving 
in supplying steel to U.S. users may be 
about ended,” it said. “ M ajor steel 
companies are forecasting a dram atic 
drop in steel imports this year. 
“ Imports in March were 1,169,807 
net tons, third highest on record for the 
month. 
Im ports in 
Ja n u a ry and 
February set records for those months, 
l'he record total for the first quarter is 
3,856.510 net tons and first half totals 
may also be a record.” 
Some people believe that steel im ­ 


ports to the U.S. this year will not be 
more than 14 million tons, compared 
with last year’s 17.681,007 net tons and 
the record of 18,303,959 tons in 1971 
Industry Week said. 


“ Strong world demand and higher 
prices on foreign steel are the main 
reasons,” it added. 


I he magazine said high production of 
steel and the accompanying need for 
scrap, a raw material for steelmaking, 
pushed up scrap prices.

2 cups unsifted flour, stir to aerate 
before measuring 
x/i teaspoon baking powder 


Va teaspoon baking soda 
Va teaspoon salt 
Va cup butter 
Vi cup creamy peanut butter 
V-z cup firmly packed light brown 
sugar 
1-3 cup granulated sugar 
I egg 
I teaspoon vanilla 
Chocolate Filling, see below 
On wax paper sift together the flour, 
baking powder, baking soda and salt. 
In a large mixing bowl cream butter 
and peanut butter; gradually Ix'at in 
sugars. Add egg and vanilla and beat 
until blended. Gradually stir in flour 
mixture. Form dough into a ball, cover 
with plastic wrap and chill while 
preparing filling. 
Divide chilled dough in half. Roll out 
one half of dough between two sheets of 
wax paper to a IO by 8 inch rectangle. 
Slip dough with wax paper onto a 
cookie sheet and refrigerate to chill. 
Roll out remaining half of dough the 
same way. Remove first half of dough 
from refrigerator and place second 
half in refrigerator. 


Remove top sheet of wax paper from 
chilled dough. Spread dough with one- 
half (1-3 cup) of the Chocolate Filling. 
Roll up tightly from 10-inch side using 
wax paper to aid in the rolling. Gently 
press edge to seal. Wrap roll in plastic 
wrap and refrigerate. Repeat filling 
and rolling with second half of dough. 
Chill rolls of dough about I hour or 
until they can be sliced. If too cold, 
chocolate will crumble. 
If chilled 
several 
hours, 
remove 
from 
refrigerator and let soften at room 
temperature until dough is soft enough 
to slice well — 15 to 30 minutes. Using a 
thin sharp knife, cut rolls into ‘/4-inch 
slices. Place slices I inch apart on 
lightly greased cookie sheets. Bake in a 
preheated 375-degree oven until lightly 
browned — 6 to 8 minutes. Cool on wire 
cake racks. Store in tightly covered tin 
box. 
Makes about O'* dozen. 
CHOCOLATE FILLIN G 
In a small heavy saucepan over low 
heat, stirring constantly, melt one 6- 
ounce package (I cup) semisweet 
chocolate' pieces and 2 tablespoons 
butter. Cool at room temperature but 
do not let chocolate harden. Makes 
about 2-3 cup. 


A IO ounce package of sliced frozen 
strawberries will make enough topping 
for a quart of ice cream. Sprinkle the 
ice with flaked coconut and call the 
dessert a sundae. 


Add minced chives to eggs that are 
going to be scrambled: then just before 
the eggs are ready, fold in cottage 
cheese.

N EW YO RK (A P) — The National 
Academy of Television Arts and 
Sciences this year is giving its Emmy 
awards in two separate shows—one for 
entertainment and the other for news 
achievements.

ABC has three original situation 
comedy series and an hour comedy- 
variety show coming up in the summer 
weeks. It says none of the shows is af­ 
fected by the writers’ strike. 
Two of the situation comedies— 
“ Thicker Than Water” and “ Love Thy 
Neighbor” debut June 13 and June 15, 
respectively. The third, “ Corner Bar,” 
is the same series that appeared on 
ABC last summer. It now has a new 
cast, fresh pretzels and is scheduled to 
appear Aug. 3.

Gilligan speaks on ERA, ethics

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P)— Gov. John 
J. Gilligan held out hopes Sunday that a 
Senate committee will reconsider this 
week the vote by which it rejected the 
federal equal rights amendment for 
women. 
Gilligan, speaking to the Associated 
Press Society of Ohio, indicated the 
motion would be made. He said he had 
talked to several committee members 
but didn’t believe ERA had the votes to 
get to the floor. 
Gilligan said he had considered 
establishing some form of investigative 
staff in the executive branch to probe 
cases of influence-peddling and bribery 
accusations within the Department of 
Commerce. 
The governor said the Watergate 
scandals on the national level and 
apparent wrong doing among persons 
in his own administration underscored 
the need for ethics legislation. 
“ I think it is evident we have people 
in public office who cannot distinguish 
what is ethical conduct and what is 
unethical,’’ Gilligan said. 
During a question and answer 


session following his breakfast talk, 
Gilligan admitted that recent charges 
of 
wrongdoing 
within

ad­ 
ministration were “ damaging” when 
related to events in the Watergate 
scandal.

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Sears Tower topped out in Chicago 


CHICAGO (AP) — A 2,500-pound 
carbon steel beam signed by hundreds 
of Sears Roebuck and Co. employes 
was hoisted more than a quarter of a 
mile into the air Thursday to top out the 
Sears Tower, officially making the 
structure the world’s tallest. 
The steel and glass super building on 
the southeastern section of Chicago’s 
downtown area rises 1,454 feet-110 sto­ 
ries—and measures 4.5 million square 
feet. 


Under construction since 1970 at a 
cost of more than $150 million, the 
skyscraper surpasses in height the 
previous world’s tallest building — the 
world Trade Center in New York City 
— by 104 feet. The third highest at 1,250 


feet is the Empire State building in 
New York. 
With a proposed television mast, the 
Sear Tower’s total height will be 1,800 
feet. 
More than 1,500 men worked on the 
building. Six of them were killed during 
construction. 
Eventually, the building will house 
about 7,000 Sears employes plus 8,000 
employes of firms renting space.

Approval of O hio lottery 
could hurt M ichigan sales 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
If Ohioans approve a state lottery on 
the ballot in Tuesday’s election, 
Michigan may experience a sharp 
cutback in its state lottery ticket sales. 
Michigan officials believe that a 
large portion of the approximately 
150,000 out-of-state tickets sold each 
week in the Michigan lottery are 
purchased by Ohioans. 
Proponents of the lottery issue in 
Ohio predict that a lottery could 
generate up to $25 million in the state’s 
general revenue fund. However, oppo­ 
nents of the lottery claim it would at­ 
tract the interest of organized vice 
operators. 
Establishing an Ohio lottery is one of 
the main issues on Tuesday’s ballot and 
a bill to begin the lottery is awaiting 
approval in the General Assembly 
should it be approved. 
Many Ohioans have won in the 
Michigan lottery billed as one of the 
nation’s richest- and it cannot be 
accurately predicted how many—if 


any— Ohioans will stop purchasing 
tickets in the border state games. 
Michigan lottery officials said 3,067 
Ohioans won $25 each and qualified for 
the April 26 millionaire’s elimination 
drawing, and Ohioans bought 750,000 
of the 50-cent tickets in the five weeks 
preceding that drawing. 


Many of the Ohioans drive 
to 
Michigan to buy tickets, but more buy 
them from bootleg operators in Ohio 
who often up the price to as much as $1. 
Under current Ohio law. selling or 
buying lottery tickets within the state 
carries a maximum penalty of $500 or 
six months in jail. 


Toledo, Ohio, officials, however, said 
they knowr of no arrests made for re­ 
selling Michigan lottery tickets in Ohio. 
“ With voters having the opportunity 
to decide on a lottery in their own 
state,’’ a spokesman for the Ohio at­ 
torney general’s office said, “ I don’t 
think there’s any pressing need to put 
the heat on.”

Robbed At Work

department store, Phyllis asked where 
she should leave her new fur coat 
during working hours. Since there were 
no more lockers available, she was told 
to leave the coat in a corridor closet. 
A few days later, the coat was stolen 
from the closet. The store denied any 
responsibility for the loss, but Phyllis 
— unconvinced — took the matter to 
court. 
At the hearing, the company said it 
had never guaranteed its employes 
against theft. But it seems the closet 
had neither lock nor guard. Finding a 
lack of reasonable care, the court said 
the company would have to make good 
the loss. 


IT IS common for employes to 
deposit clothing and other personal 
belongings in company facilities while 
at work. 
As a rule, the company must provide 
reasonable safekeeping if — as in 
Phyllis’ case — the employe has been 
instructed to put the article in a par­ 
ticular place. 
This 
creates 
a 
“ bailment” relationship, with a legal 
duty imposed on the company as the 
“ bailee.” 
But the duty is not unlimited. In 
another case, also involving a stolen 
coat, the clothes closet was within a 
locked enclosure to which only em­ 
ployees had access. A court rules that 
the company had made a reasonable 
effort to prevent theft, hence could not 
be held liable.

toolmaker who owned his own tools 
often left them overnight on his work 
bench.

"In a time of tight budgets,” Prox­ 
mire said in a 
statement, 
“ it is 
outrageous that hundreds of thousands 


of dollars should be spent on an Air 
Force luxury liner for the brass. It’s 
time that the high flyers be brought 
back to earth.” 
By the time the 
remodeling is 
complete sometime this month there 
will have been 27,000 man-hours of 
labor spent, according to Proxmire. 
The work began in January at Tinker 
Air Force Base in Oklahoma.

the touch; bright colored 
workbooks with pop-outs and 
cut-outs, a paper slate that is

Ecchymoses Are Not Dangerous 


The slightest bruise to my legs or 
arms shows up with black and blue 
marks that I am constantly having to 
explain. 
Besides being 
embarrassed, 
I 
wonder if there is something wrong 
with my blood vessels. 
I am 20 years old, and otherwise in 
perfect health. 
Miss A.A.Y., Del. 
Dear Miss Y.: 
The black-and-blue marks are known 
as “ ecchymoses.” They are the result 
of a break in a tiny blood vessel. 
The blood oozes out into the tissue 
beneath the skin and is particularly 
apparent in fair-haired people with 
light, translucent skin. 
Some people have blood vessels that 
are especially vulnerable. The walls of 
the blood vessels break easily and the 
slightest 
pressure 
or 
injury 
is 
responsible. 
For others, the tendency to bleed as 
you do may accompany the prolonged 
use of drugs that contain aspirin. Other 
drugs, too, may be responsible for a 
bleeding tendency. 
Sometimes there is a deficiency of 
one of the blood components, the 
“ platelets,” which play an important 
role in the clotting mechanism. A 
complete blood study can show the 
possible presence of this or other 
bleeding tendencies, and suggest 
specific treatment. 
In most instances, conditions such as 
your 
have 
no 
great 
medical 
significance and should not cause great 
concern. 


Have you ever heard the term “ in­ 
testinal stroke” used to describe a 
sudden attack of bowel obstruction? 
My brother, who was in perfect 
health, developed this condition and 
needed an emergency operation. 
Mrs. S. V., Colo. 


Dear Mrs. V.: 
Very recently, the term “ intestinal 
stroke” came to my attention for the 
very first time in an excellent article in 
a physicians’ journal. 
Dr. R. C. Harrison, of the University 
of British Columbia, described this 
condition. 


Just as blood vessels that flow to the 
brain or to the heart may be closed by 
arteriosclerosis, so can blood vessels 
that go to different parts of the in­ 
testines. 


Blood vessels can be blocked or 
broken, and therefore interfere with 
the normal flow of oxygen-containing 
blood. 
Dr. Harrison uses the term “ in­ 
testinal stroke.”

R. J., Ky. 
Dear R.: 
Leprosy is not a venereal disease. It 
is in no way related to gonorrhea or 
syphilis. 
Leprosy, now often called “ Hansen’s 
Disease,” is an 
infectious disease 
caused by a special bacillus, or germ, 
closely related to the one that causes 
tuberculosis. 


There are a number of different 
forms of leprosy. The condition exists 
mostly in tropical and sub-tropical 
areas. It is comparatively rare in the 
United States or in northern climates. 
Vaccination against leprosy is being 
studied. A number of drugs are being 
used with promising results for those 
people who are planning to live in 
tropical climates. Intensive treatment 
with various drugs is now effective in 
many cases of leprosy.

Agriculture Department today said the 
Soviet Union, which bought more than 
$1 billion worth of U.S. grain last year, 
appears to be headed for larger crop 
production on its own in 1973. 


But the Soviets, officials added, are 
expected to continue buying relatively 
large amounts of grain from foreign 
suppliers. 


Last year, when drought and other- 
severe weather conditions reduced its 
harvest, the Soviet Union turned to the 
United States for more than 19 million 
tons of grain and soybeans, including 
some 440 million bushels (about 12 
million tons) of wheat. 
“Although the USSR at present is 
still expected to need sizable purchases 
of grain from the world m arket for ... 
1973-74, there appears in recent weeks 
to have been an improvement in Soviet 
grain prospects for 1973,” the Foreign 
Agricultural Service said.

This proposed new judicial article for 
the constitution would allow the state

ISSUE FIVE-A

proposed 
constitutional 
amendment would bring municipal and 
county judges under the same con­ 
stitutional provision now governing 
compensation for judges of appeals and 
common pleas courts.

provided by law and that such com­ 
pensation shall not be diminished 
during term. 
ISSUE SIX 
This proposed constitutional amend­ 
ment is relative to the administration, 
organization and procedures of the 
General Assembly. It would require 
annual meetings of the legislature, and 
would permit the presiding officers of 
the two houses, acting jointly, to call 
special sessions. It would also allow 
each house to choose its officers, ex­ 
cept as otherwise provided in the 
constitution, and adopt rules of 
procedure, as well as make changes in 
procedure for filling vacancies.
